I did  a fairly 
in-depth  geologic  report  from  Silverton  to  Elk  Park  looking 
for  potential  groundwater  structural  geologic  pathways  and 
other  mineralized/mining  influenced  areas  to  the  Animas 
Canyon  etc.  But  I thought  you  said  your  area  of  interest 
was  below  Elk  Park  on  Needle  Creek?...  and  If  so  I didn't 
go  that  far  with  the  detail,  just  a quick  walk-through  recon.
